go to it for confession and spiritual advice. Now, being an interest- 
ing person, she got a bit too interested in her father-confessor, and 
he got a bit too interested in her, and there was some conflict.

The Rockefeller men were, in fact, in full support of all these efforts. Amos, the member of the group 
who was most involved with A.A,’s day-to-day activities in New York City at this time, had already 
received a copy of the two chapters and the outline and he was delighted to see that the book project 
had finally been launched. He was also impressed with the writing Bill had done so far and felt it 
provided convincing evidence for the credibility of the growing Fellowship and for their solution to 
alcoholism. On the same day Wilson was writing his second letter to Maguire, Amos sent a letter to the 
leader of the December 13, 1937 Rockefeller meeting, Albert Scott—who had just returned from an 
extended medical leave in Florida—giving him a summary of the progress “the self-styled Alcoholics 
squad” had made during Scott’s four-month absence and included copies of the outline and the first 
two chapters of the book.

Dear Mr. Scott: 


Since your return I have wanted an opportunity to tell you in detail the developments in 
the activities of the self-styled Alcoholics squad, both here and at Akron. The work has 
been going on splendidly and every day evidences are piling up which strengthen my 
conviction that these fellows not only are on the level but have developed a Christian 
technique which if earnestly followed out is, and can be, effective in a majority of cases 
of this character, 


There are two things that these men are particularly anxious about. One is that along 
carefully worked-out logical lines their influence can gradually be spread to other parts 
of the country. The second is that they can gradually become self-supporting, so far as 
this particular work is concerned. 


I have been in constant consultation with the leaders here and just recently paid a brief 
visit to Akron, spending my entire time with Dr. and Mrs, Smith and Paul Stanley. Smith 
and Stanley were two of the group who we met in our original meeting. 


After securing a great deal of expert advice from various quarters, including two writers 
of national reputation, they have decided to bring out a book. They hope that the 
revenue from the sale of this book will be of material financial assistance. Their desire is 
to have this a cross section of experiences from a large number of the group, selecting 
only those who have been in this work long enough to convince the leaders that they 
are permanently cured and therefore good practical examples. 


The idea is for the book not to bear the name of any author but to be by “Alcoholics 
Anonymous.” They figure that it may take a year to complete it and they have offers to 
have it carefully edited by two writers of national reputation, one of whom is Floyd 
Parsons*, providing this proves desirable. 


It is hoped that endorsements of the book and of this work can be incorporated in it 
over the names of at least one outstanding physician of national reputation and at least
